In Some Areas
One-half hour before sunrise 

on Nov. 2, the State of Cali­ 
fornia was open to duck shoot- 
Ing. Wardens of the Division of 
Fish and Game reported the fol­ 
lowing opening day shooting:

Kern County: Lots of ducks 
In the irrigated fields In the 
Buttonwillow district. The un­ 
attached hunters got good shoot- 
Ing on the opening.

Los Angeles County: Duck 
population has increased con­ 
siderably the past week in the 
Antelope Valley area. (Eastern 
area) A few ^northern ducks arc 
showing yp but the general out­ 
look for the opening was very 
poor.

Merced County: Many sprig 
A are in and many local mallards 

arc on the clubs. Not ail.clubs 
have full supply of water yet, 
but the opening reports were 
good.

Mono County: Ducks have fed 
out small pot-hole lakes and are 
moving off. Four to five hundred 
mallard and sprig on Crowley 
Lake and along the Owens River.

Orange County: The outlook 
for the duck season Is not as 
good as last year. A check on 
duck clubs in this area shows 
less than half of the number 
of birds as at this time last 
season.

San Bernardino County: A few 
ducks dropping on ponds along 
the river, but not so many as 
nt this date last season. Lots 
of ducks on Baldwin Lake but 
very few on Big Bear or Arrow­ 
head lakes.

San Diego County: Sprig and
\ spooiiies are in considerable
1 numbers on Cuyamaca Lake,

but there is no water In the
lull-, at all.

Recruits Get New Opportunity
W. M. Cox, recruiter In charge 

of the San Pedro U. S. Navy 
Recruiting station, announced 
today that men now volunteer­ 
ing for service in the Regular 
Navy will have the option of 
electing cither two, three, four 
or six year terms of enlistment. 
Regular Navy term of service 
previously has been four years.

Men volunteering for a first 
enlistment or rcr-nllstment in the 
Regular Navy are now given an 
option on the length of time 
they wish to serve. Applicants
17 years of age may now bo en­ 
listed for two years, three -years, 
or not to exceed minority. Men 
enlisting for minority are auto­ 
matically discharged when they 
reach the age of 21. 

Applicants in the age group
18 to 30 inclusive may,now be 
enlisted for either two, three, 
four or six years. The Navy also 
announced that men over 30 will 
be eligible for enlistment in the 
Regular Navy if their total pre­ 
vious military or .naval service

jr active service in the Naval 
Reserve deducted from their 
present age place them in the 
18-30 group.

Ratings for which first enlist­ 
ments in the Regular Navy may 
be made by men without previ­ 
ous military or naval service 
are: apprentice seamen, hospital 
apprentice, second class; stew­ 
ard's mate, third class, and sea­ 
man, first class (radio techni­ 
cian) only.

Offering men the option of 
electing two," three, four or six 
yrar terms of service is expect­ 
ed to accelerate still further the 
current brisk rate of voluntary 
enlistments in the Regular Navy. 
Out of a total of 32,511 volun­ 
tary enlistments in the months 
ol' August and September, 17,977 
were for the Regular Navy.
